REACHES DALLIS 


Dallas, Tex., Oct. 19.—Cal P. Rodg­ 
ers, sea-to-sea aviator and holder of 
the long distance flying record, land­ 
ed on the State Fair Grounds in Dal­ 
las at 12:52 p. rn. yesterday after com 
piecing a successful trip from Fort 
Worth at an average speed of more 
than a mile a minute. 
Rodgers came into Dallas over the 
eastern portion of Oak Clin and sped 
through the air immediately to the 
Fjpiir Grounds, landing on the infield 
with ease. The clear skies enabled the 


and Dallas Rodgers was at a height 
of between 500 and TOO feet. 
The Wright biplane which Rodgers 
is using on his aerial trip from coast 
to coast 
was eight e \ se yen 
miles 
west of Dallas about ten minutes be­ 
fore he completed tin- trip and a tele­ 
phone communication to the News 
heralded the approach. By those in 
the city he was first seen at 12:45. 
The high rate of speed being ntaiif- 
t a iced in a few seconds enlarged the 
machine from a mere speck to a throb 
bing air cr^ft. Despite his unfamiliar- 
it> 
with the landscape hereabouts, 
Rodgers had no difficulty in 
find­ 
ing his lauding place. Many persons 
witnessed his flight over the city and 
he was greeted at the Fair Grounds 
by an immense arowd, who had been 
notified ot the airship's approach* 
lo heave at Neon. 
Rodgers will remain in Dallas un­ 
til noon today and will then begin 
his long journey toward Los Angeles. 
He will rise from the racetrack in­ 
field. if weather conditions will per­ 
mit, and if not he will yo to the open 
country for the sta rt In either event I 
he will circle over the Fair Grounds 1 
for several minutes before leaving the 
city. During tffis time he will give 
an exhibition demonstration of the 
powers of his biplane: 
Breaking, it is believed, the rec- J 
Ord time between Fort Worth and Dal- | 
las for a railroad train, the special 
Rodgers aviation train accompanied 
the aviator to Dallas. According to 
officials of the Texas and Pacific rail 
road, which road handled the special 
train, the run from Fort Worth to 
Dallas was made in the short time of 
forty-two 
minutes. 
The 
Rodgers 
special train is composed of an en­ 
gine and three cars. While figures 
are not available, it is declared that 
the run was the fastest ever made be­ 
tween the two cities.
